Atherton to visit Cairo, 


J’lem on ‘possible moves

WASHINGTON. — The State 
Department announced yesterday 
that special U.S. Middie East envoy 
Alfred Atherton will leave this week 
for another round of consultations 

with Egyptian and Israeli leaders. 

But officials insisted that Ather- 
ton's visit was not related to the 
Israel cabinet’s latest announce- 
ment on UN Security Council Resolu- 
tion 242. They also maintained that 
Atherton would not embark on 
another round of shuttle diplomacy. 

Acting State Department 
spokesman Tom Reston said that 
Atherton will leave at the end of this 
week for Cairo for severa] days of 
talks. Later he will fly to Jerusalem. 
The spokesman said that the “pre- 
sent plan" was to have Atherton 
return to Washington thereafter, 
probably during the last week of this 
month. 

The spokesman announced at his 
daily news ‘briefing that Atherton 
will have ‘further discussions on 
possible next moves in the 
negotiating 6885." 

Atherton returned to Washington 
on March 10 from hia latest round of 
consultations in the Middie East. 

The State Department had no of- 
ficial comment yesterday to the 
Israel cabinet's statement 
elaborating on Revolution 242. The 
spokesman only said the U.8. is 
studying Foreign Minister Moshe 
Dayan's television interview last 
Friday and that the U.S, would seek 
to learn of the Israel position through 
diplomatic contacts. 

Privately, however, U.S. sources 
were disappointed by the statement 


by cabinet secretary Arye Naor that 
the cabinet decision did not repre- 
sent a change in Israel policy regar- 
ding territorial withdrawal from the 
West Bank. The U.S. administration 
has been hoping to see the Israel 
government issue a clear-cut state- 
ment noting Resolution 242's re- 
quirement that Israel agree to 
withdraw from at least pert of the 
West Bank. 

“TAmerican officials believe that 
4t will be almost impossible for nego- 
tiations to proceed: 
biguous statement, Until now, the 
Israel position, as stated both public- 
ly as well as privately to the U.8., 
has been that Resolution 242 does not 
necessarily require any withdrawal 
from the West Bank. As of late 
yesterday, the Israel embassy here 
had not received any new instruc- 
tions regarding Resolution 242's in- 
terpretation. If the intention of the 
cabinet statement was to help 
promote Israel's case to the 
American public, this clearly did not 
happen as the U.S. media tended to 
see the Israel position as remaining 
firm. 


Asher Wallfish adds:Jerusalem 
last night welcomed the prospect of 
Atherton's visit, but officials said no 
date had yet been communicated 
and no agenda fixed, 

Atberton’s visit is not seen as

Court rejects bid 
to hold Kahane 
till end of trial 


BEERSHEBA (Itim). — The 

ites Court here yesterday 
turned down a prosecution request to 
order the remand of Rabbi Meir 
Kahane until the end of his trial for 
alleged criminal trespass in his 
attempts to occupy the old Hadassah 
building in Hebron. 

The judge said Kahane could stay 
free until his trial ends on three con- 
ditions: That he turns up for his 
trial; stays out of the Hadassah 
building; and stays out of Arab 
Hebron. 

The prosecution's argument for 
keeping Kahane under lock and key 
was that he consistently refused to 
honour the Jaw and there are good 
chances he would try to commit the 
same alieged offence of which he is 
accused, if allowed to go free. 

Kahane said in court that he is 
planning to ask the Attorney General 
to stay legal proceedings against 
him. if the appeal is rejected he 
would admit most of the facts in the 
Sharks when’ Seutnat, itn. ie ἐν ao: 
cused of criminai trespass and caus- 
ing a public disturbance on two oc- 
casions by forcing. his way into the 
Hadassah building which is guarded 
by the army. 


A FIRE in the centre of Jerusalem

Land of Israel 
wants govt 
to renege on 242

TEL AVIV. — The Land of Israel 
movement yesterday urged the 
ernment to retract its accep- 
tance of UN Security Council resolu- 
tion 242 which calls for an Israeli 
withdrawal from territories oc- 
cupied during the Six-Day War. 
The movement's call followed 
cabinet-approved instructions to 
Israel's missions abroad stating that 


_ Israel regards the resolution as a 


basis for negotiations with all 
neighbouring states, including Jor- 
dan. (The cabinet decision, on Sun- 
day, was designed to rebut criticism 
that Israel does not apply that 
resolution to the West Bank.) 

The movement's executive said 
yesterday that the “desperate ef- 
forts’’ of Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin and Foreign Minister Moshe 
Dayan to apply resolution 242 to 
Judea and Samaria “highlight the 
collapse of basic tenets regarding 
the most essential parts of Eretz 
Yisrael.”

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Protesters tell Vance, 
Owen to leave Rhodesia 


SALISBURY. — Nearly 1.000 blacks 
and one white woman demonstrated 
against U.S. Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance and British Fore{gn 
Secretary David Owen yesterday 
before and after a meeting where 
they sought to persuade Rhodesia's 
fnew bi-racial government to 
negotiate with black guerriila 
leaders. 

~Qwen-Vance, go home.” read a 
sign held by one of the black 
demonstrators. 


Before the meeting. a high U.S. of- 
ficlal predicted thet the executive 
council of Prime Minister Jan Smith 
and three black moderates probably 
would consent to talks with black 
guerrilla leaders Robert Mugabe 
and Joshua Nkomo- 

But after the two-hour session, 
Smith told reporters that the council 
would give ‘'mature, good con- 
sideration’ to the U.S.-British 
proposals to include the guerrilia 
Jeaders in an all-party conference 
and would issue a statement once it 
had come to a decision. When asked 
if Vance anc Owen had been able to 
convince the council of the benefit of 
an all-oarty conference, he replied: 
"1 doubt it.” 

As Vance and Owen arrived for the 
talks at a civil service training cen- 
tre in the Salisbury suburbs, their 
motorcade was met by a crowd of 
blacks displaying placards and 
shouting slogans supporting the 
government, the first ever in 
Rhodesia to include dlacks. 


In addition to the sign telling the 
Western dipiomats to leave, there 
was a placard reading “Reds — no 
way," a clear reference to the 
guerrillas. some of whom are Marx- 
fsts. The Nkomo-Mugabe forces 
have declared their fntention to 
dominate any future black majority 
government. 

As Owen and Vance left the train- 
Ing centre grounds, 2 white woman 
flung a number of silver cofns at a 
station wagon in their caravan, not 
the car in which they were riding. 
Thumping the roof of the wagon with 
her fists. she shouted, ‘Judas, 
Judas."* Rhodesian police took 
custody of the unidentified woman. 

Vance said on hia arrival from 
South Africa that he hoped to per- 
suade Rhodesia that negotiating 
with the guerrilla leaders “is ἃ sensi- 
ble course of action.” 

But one of Smith's three black 
assoclates on the council made clear 
that the Salisbury group would make 
no concessions to the rival black 
leaders. Bishop Abel Muzorewe said 
the council would be “stubborn, firm 
end uncompromising” in its opposi- 
tion to any changes in the blueprint 
for Rhodesia’s transition to black 
rule which he, the Rev. Ndabaningi 
Sithale and chief Jeremiah Chirau 
signed with Smith last month.

Kidnapped prince rescued 


KIEL, West Germany. — Kid- 
nappvers yesterdar dragged a 
wealthy German prince from his bed 
and abducted him from hia castle at 
gunpoint, but 90 minutes later he was 
rescued by police who arrested the 
gunmen. 

Prince Moritz of Hessen. 81. a 
relative of the British royal family, 
was taken from Panker Castle by 
three armed men who covered his 
mouth with sticking plaster. an of- 
ficial said. 

But Moritz had the presence of 
mind to put on 8 bright yellow 
pullover. it drew the attention of a 
housekeeper who saw him walking 
with his hands up and she called 
police. 

Within 45 minutes the police had 64 
patrol cars sealing off roads in a 50- 
km. circle around the castle, and the

Protest Carter’s bid 
for arms to Turkey 


WASHINGTON Reuter}. — An es- 
timated 15,000 .Greek-Americans 
held a protest march in Washington 
yesterday against the possible lifting 
of an arms embargo against Turkey. 

Police said the demonstrators 
marched peacefully. 

The protest leaders called the 
demonstration following moves in 
Congress to lift an embargo which 
has been in force against Turkey 
since the Cyprus invasion of 1974. 

In Montreal on Sunday. about 2.000 
Greeks marched through city streets 
to the U.S. consulate to protest Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter's appeal to end 
the embargo. 

The demonstrators called on the 
Canadian government to intercede 
with Carter to persuade him to main- 
tain the embargo. (Reuter, AP)

South Africa stops short οὗ. 
bribing foreign journalists 


JOHANNESBURG (Reuter). — A 
senior South African official in- 
dicated yesterday that the Informa- 
tion Ministry favoured influencing 
journalists to write positively about 
the country for foreign newspapers 
but did not bribe them. 

Eschel Rhoodie, the top civil ser- 
vant at the ministry, denied charges 
that it paid reporters to write pro- 
South African articles. 

The Johannesburg ‘‘Sunday 
Times" alleged on Sunday that 
Rhoodle sought $345,000 to offer to 
journalists. The newspaper said the 
money was intended to sponsor ar- 
ticles publicizing the independence 
given by Pretoria to the black 
homeland of Transkei. 

The pro-government “Citizen” 
newspaper quoted Rhocdie as 


saying: “I do not look upon this as 
bribery in the negative sense of the 
word, but rather as an inducement 
tor journalists to have articles 
published in a hostile press world 
which generally refuses to accept 
the positive aspects of developments 
in South Africa.” 

He added: ‘The letter quoted by 
the ‘Sunday Times‘ was merely a 
proposal to the Treasury Depart- 
ment. Department records will 
show, and the auditor-general will be 
able to.confirm this, that not a single 
cent was paid out in bribing foreign 
journalists." 

The newspaper said it was quoting 
a letter given by Rhoodie to a 
parliamentary committee probing 
unauthorized spending by his depart- 
ment. 


Moslem blasphemy in UK underpants 


LONDON (AP). — Men’a under- 
pants with a design deemed 
blasphemous by Moslems were 
withdrawn from sales last year, the 
Marks and Spencer store chain said 
yesterday. 


The London-based Islamic Council 
for Europe said the underpants’ 
design incorporated Arabic 
calligraphy which repeated the first 
article of the Islamic faith, *‘There is 
no God but Allah." 


Harry Shepherd, spokesman for 


the company, sald the design 
originated in a Paris studio and was 


chosen because it was ‘'a nice piece 
of abstract art and no one had any 
idea that it had any other meaning.” 
He said that about 144,000 pairs were 
sold before it was decided last fall to 
discontinue the line because sales 
had fallen off. ‘We did not want to of- 
fend anyone," he added. 

The company's actlon, however, 
has not stopped protests in Arab 
countries. A report from Beirut on 
Sunday said writers and politicians 
in oil-rich Kuwait are seeking to cur- 
tail the flow of Arab visitors to Bri- 
tain because of the “‘affront’’ to the 
faith.

Lucius Clay, 
Ike’s deputy 
in WW2, dies 


CHATHAM, Massachusetts (AP). — 
Gen. Lucius D. Clay, 89, deputy to 
Gen. Dwight Eisenhower in the 
European theatre in World War I 
and the man who engineered the 
Berlin airlift, died shortly before 
midnight on Sunday at his Cape Cod 
home. He had been in failing health. 

After victory in Europe. Clay was 
named deputy military governor of 
Germany tn 1946, and the following 
year became commander-in-chief of 
U.S. forces in Europe and of the 
military government of the U.S. zone 
in Germany. 

He held that post until his army 
retirement in 1949. He established 
the round-the-clock airlift of supplies 
to Berlin that cracked the Soviet 
blockade aimed at forcing the other 
three oecupying powers — England, 
France and the U.S. — out of the 
former German capital. 

Clay rose from captain to ‘ull 
general in seven years. During his 
Si-year army career, Clay served 
presidents from Franklin Roosevelt 
to John Kennedy. 

Roosevelt sent him 
Eisenhower, the supreme allied 
commander in Europe, and Clay 
directed occupation policies from 
the start. Harry Truman made him 
the top U.S, military commander in 
Europe in the post-war years. 
Kennedy sent him back to Berlin as a 
trouble-shooter in the early 1960s. 

Clay was regarded as ane of the 
Western world’s outstanding experts 
on Soviet tactics and policies in 
Europe. 

Clay's father was a U.S. senator. 
So was a great-great uncle, Henry 
Clay, “the great compromiser.""

TURIN (Reuter). — The founder of 
Italy's Red Brigades urban 
terrorists shouted in court yesterday 
that the “death sentence’ passed by 
his comrades on kidnapped ex- 
Premier Aldo Moro was a condem- 
nation of Italy's entire ruling class. 

“The sentence proclaimed on 
Moro is valid for all of your class and 
also for yourself,” Brigades leader 
Renato Curcio yelled at court presi- 
dent Guido Barbaro before he was 
marched back to his cell. 

The ist day of hearing in the trial 
of 15 Red Brigade leaders was the 
first since the gang announced on 
Saturday that the kidnapped Chris- 
tian Democratic Party president had 
been sentenced to death for crimes 
against the ‘proletariat.”’ 

Police yesterday extended their 
search for Moro and his kidnappers 
to Elba, the Mediterranean island 
where French Emperor Napoleon 
was banished in 1814.

Ghana regime arrests politicians after poll 


ACCRA (UPI): — The Ghanaian 
military government has arrested at 
least 17 leading civilian politicians 
within the past week. Dozens of 
others have fled Into hiding or exile. 

Government officials said the 
detentions were ordered because the 
politicians were involved in an 
attempt to organize a general strike 
in protest over the much disputed 
result of a national referendum. In 
the referendum on March 30, 
Ghanaians were asked to say yes or 
no to an as yet vaguely defined form 
cf a non-party regime known “as 
“union government.” 

Less than 43 per cent of the voters. 
went to the polls. Of these, the 
government said 53 per cent voted 
yes. 

The regime headed by Gen. 
Ignatius Acheampong hailed the out- 
come as a "massive mandate” for 


“union government." The opposition 
claimed the voting was and 
that the military effectively muzzled 
its opponents by allowing thugs to 
break up thelr meetings with im- 
punity. 

‘The electoral commissioner ap- 
parently agreed with the opposition, 
and fled into hiding. The regime said 
the commissioner took this action 
because of ‘threats on his life’ but 
that he declined an official offer of 
gavernment protection.

Begin to ask for greater 
private U.S. investment here

NEW YORE. — Prime Minister 
Begin hopes to make an economic as 
well as a political impact when he 
comes here April 30 for a week's 
visit. He is due to ‘urge increased 
American private investment in 
Israel when he addresses the New

business group, on May 4.

Desperate plea for 


‘research creativity’ —

A gloomy picture of the country’s 
“research creativity" — virtually 
stagnating in the universities and ac- 
tually withering away in Govern- 
ment research institutes — was 
painted yesterday by Dr. Eliezer 
Tal, director of the National Council 
for Research and Development. 

Although much of Dr. Tal's talk 
was devoted to R ἃ D (Research and 
Development) in industry, he dis- 
cussed the situation in the univer- 
sities and Government research {n- 
stitutes at length, since they also 
conduct some industrial and applied 
research, as well as providing the 
reservoir of manpower for industrial 
research. Both the universities and 
the institutes had to curtail their ef- 
forts due to lack of funds. 

Dr. Tal made the following 
recommendation to reverse the 
trend towards ‘‘stagnation and 
degeneration.” The universities 
should begin to accept only ‘‘outstan- 
ding” research scientists. Israel 
should institute “research science 
mobility.” not only between univer- 
sities here and abroad, but also 
between institutions of higher lear- 
ning here and local industry and 
appiied science. 

Turning to research and 
technology, he noted that Israel had 
slipped from a position where it 
devoted 2,5 per cent of its GNP to 
research in 1972, to only 2.1 in 1977. 

“At one time we were at the top of. 
the scale in this field, running close 
to the Ὁ... but now we have dropped 
to the middie range.” > 


He advised cresting s Ministry of 
Selence and Tecknology, and “Ἢ τὸ 
can’t do this, at least have the name 
of the present Ministry of Energy 
and Infrastraeture amended by the 
addition of ‘‘science and 
technology.” 

Moreover, he wanted to see not 
only a Ministerial Committee on 
Science and Technology, but also a 
oo Committee on the same aub- 

ject. 

These new ‘government in- 
struments" were needed also to 
press for national research projecta 
which were beyond the scope of the 
universities or of Industry. He listed 
such projects as developing new uses 
for magnesium, in which israel was 
relatively rich, and in tackling other 
“neglected areas,” like the research 


of arid areas — “'a field of vitalim- - 


portance to Israel, where research 
has virtually dried up." 

Tf there was one field in R ἄς Ὁ 
which had blossomed over the past 
few years, it was in industry. 
“Growth often was 100 per cent 4 
year, even if It had slowed down 
recently to about 80 per cent.”" But 
these Ogures were misleading, since 
the starting base had been law. 
If industrial R. & D had been per 
cent of all R & D a few years ago, and 
if it had grown to 28 per cent of 81} R 
& D today, it was still low compared 
with other Western countries, For 
example, today the figures for in- 
dustrial (also called productive) R & 
D was 88 per cent of all R ὅς Ὁ in 
Japan; 65 per cent in the U.E., drop- 
Ping in other Western countries to 
about 50 per cent — twice the Israeli 
percentage.

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Poland makes a gesture 


THE OFFICIAL inauguration by the Polish government of a 
Jewish pavilion at the Auschwitz memorial, in the presence of a 
delegation of Israeli ghetto fighters and partisans from World 
War IJ, is a welcome bit of thaw in the frost which has covered 
Polish relations with the Jewish people since 1967. In that year, 
together with the rest of the Soviet bloc except for Rumania, 

Poland severed relations with Iarael. 

A full generation after the horrors of the Holocaust were first 
revealed to a shocked world, it is often forgotten that Poland is 
burdened by a special debt to the Jewish people. The Polish peo- 
ple in World War II were fellow victims with their Jewish 
minority, three million of whom died in the Nazi death camps in 
Poland alone. But they were also oppressors without whose ac- 
tive collaboration the Nazis could not have carried out their 
genocide against the Jewish people with such grisly efficiency. 

This collaboration was based on ἃ long history of anti- 
Semitism similar to that of Russia, and in World War II second 
only to that of Nazi Germany itself. 

The Polish government has since the 1950s sought to disavow 
this burden of guilt and to deny its debt of honour to the Jewish 
people, whose members were in the forefront of the building of 
Polish statehood in the interwar years and the establishment of 
the Communist regime in the aftermath of World War II. 

The act at Auschwitz this week marks the first recognition the 
Polish government has given to the tragedy that befell Jews as 
Jews and not only as Polish nationals at Auschwitz. That this is 
not a solitary act but part of a series of events, even if not of a 
full-blown new departure in policy, is shown by the presence in 
Israel of a Polish delegation to commemorate the name of that 
remarkable Jewish-Polish educator, Janusz Korezak. 

Both events are welcome, as will be any additional gestures 
Warsaw may be contemplating to cement relations with the 
Jewish people. Cynics would argue that these steps are not 
simply part of a new perception in Warsaw of Poland's moral 
debt to the Jews, but an attempt by the dollar-hungry Polish 
economy to woo the American Jewish community. 

This may well be so although there is nothing intrinsically 
reprehensible in trying to attract Jewish tourists with a yen to 
visit the country which was home to their grandparents and 
many earlier generations of Jewish ancestors. 

A modicum of Jewish self-respect would require, however, 
that Jews throughout the world make it abundantly clear to 
Warsaw and its representatives abroad that half-hearted sym- 
bols are not enough. Jews will not be able to visit Poland with 
equanimity while its government persists in withholding 
recognition from the state and society which a decimated world 
Jewry has created as a response to the Holocaust. 


Terror and restraint 


INDICATIONS have been mounting in the past few weeks of a 
stepped-up campaign of terror against Israel on the West Bank. 
This week's Molotov cocktail attack on an army truck passing 
by the Kalandia refugee camp was matched by the burning of 
an Israeli bus sent to pick up workers in the village of Sailpit. 
Both of these acts were preceded by the burning of six private 
cars in the French Hill section of Jerusalem and in the Mt. 
Scopus campus of the Hebrew University over the past few 


weeks. 


‘There can be little doubt that these separate events are part of 
ἃ concerted plan. Partly they fit into PLO plans to disrupt the 
peace process launched by President Sadat's visit to Jerusalem 
last November, but in the past few weeks they have also served 
to express 1008] Arab rage against Israel’s intervention in 


Southern Lebanon. 


The basic uneasiness which underlies Israel's continued oc- 
cupation of the West Bank is easy to understand. The problem 
itself is deeply enmeshed in attempts to find a way towards the 
establishment of peace and mutual security in the Middle East. 
Hitherto the indigenous Arab population has wisely kept aloof 


from the 


aspects of the Arab-Israeli struggle, preferr- 


ing to lead its life as best it could while the political fate of the 
area was left to be decided in the international arena. 

It is essentia} that the responsible elements among this pop- 
ulation be reminded of the unavoidable implications of permit- 
ting younger hotheads in their midst to engage in terrorist ac- 
tivity. Faflure to check this dangerous tendency could well 
Jeopardize the prosperity and security which has informed life 
on the West Bank since the Israeli occupation and which has 


been beneficial to both peoples. 


In urging the security authorities to step up surveillance ac- 
tivities meant to counter terrorism before it takes its toll in 
human lives — both among Jews and Arabs — it is important to 
counsel meticulous care to avoid falling into the trap of brutality 
or purposeless harassment. Maximum self-discipline is one of 
the major traits which must be inculcated in all units engaged in 
anti-terrorist‘actions among the West Bank civilian population. °

This total rejection of the PLO asa 
party to talks mg as a legitimate 
representative of the Palestinian 
Arabs — a claim which to this day 
rests on little more than the ar- 
bitrary decrees of the Arab aah of 
state — ia generally coupled with op-’ 
position to any form of Palestinian 
self-determination, 

That opposition, in turn, rests on 
the plausible assumption that self- 
determination, in any form, would 
lead to-an independent state between 
Israel and Jordan. 

Explicitly or implicitly, the 
assumption is that such a - 
nian entity, homeland or anything 
that might be the embryo of a 
sovereign state would necessarily be 
dominated by the PLO. 

This view holds that such ἃ tate 
would be a permanent staging 
ground for terrorist attacks on Israel 
— with the difference that sovereign- 
ty and independence would give the 
PLO a base of operations the like of 
which it has never had before. This 
would constitute ἃ mortal danger to 
Israel's security and a constant lure 
to Arab countries to join such a PLO 
state, at an opportune moment, in a 
war which would be conducted by 
regular military forces. 


15 THIS reasoning valid and if ao, up 
to what point? To answer that ques- 
tion, it may be useful to start with a 
characterization of how the PLO has 
conducted ita struggle against 
Israel. 

Prime Minister Begin has from 
time to time said that the PLO {is no 
different from the Nazis in that it is 
out to kill Jews because they are 
Jews. Many have thought this irrele- 
vant and exaggerated, since the PLO 
has not directed its terrorist attacks 
against Jews as such, wherever they 
may be. 

Nevertheless, there is some truth 
to Mr. Begin's statements, as soon as 
his comparison is to read, 
“the PLO is out to kill Jewa because 
they are, and to the extent that they 
are, Israelis — and to do so in- 
discriminately,. 

For it is this terrorist “strategy”
